Although an electric hoist cannot 
elevate the hay faster or “in larger 
Joads than is possible with a team— 
without danger of breakage to the 
carriage or track—It does save appre- 
clable time in setting the fork, start- 
ing, stopping and pulling back, 

Exclusive of the motor, a good 
power hay hoist may cost from $50 to 
$100, depending upon its type and 
size. With a 5 hp. motor, it will re- 
quire approximately 1/3 kw.-hr. per 
ton of hay hoisted. Thus, at the three- 
cent rate, the power cost will be 
about one cent per ton, certainly 
much less than the services of an ex~ 
tra team and driver.
